Dear Breruren Appointed at the last session of our-Association, held with 
the Lebanon Baptist Church. Sardis, Panola county, Miss., on the 13th, 4th, 
15th and 16th of October, 1865, to corr spond with you on its’ behalf. | address 


you this letter re had quite an interesting and harmonious session. At 
present we num 


r thirty-seven churches, but only twenty-three were repre- 
sented. 


At the session mentioned we received into our Association four new 

churches, formerly a part of the Panola Association, that having been dissolved. 
In some of our churches we have had some glorious revivals, unsurpassed in 
the history of our Association; while others report coldness and barrenness, 
attributable, in part we presume, to a want of regular preaching during the war, 
a8 several of them suffered much in that particular respect : 

The churches represented reported the number. in the aggregate, received *by 
baptism the past associational year 293, by letter 62, and by restoration 6 1 
dismissions by letter, 6] exclusions and 28 deaths. Our number of members 
at present is about 2.200. 

We appointed an Executive Committee and Domestic Mission Board, for the 
purpose of reviving Domestic Missions within the bounds of our Assoc iation . 
embracing the colored race as well as the destitute white in missionary labors. 

The next session of our Association will be held with the Hernando Baptist 
Church, Desoto county, Miss., usual time, Friday before the 3d Sunday in Oc- 
tober, 1866. We would be much pleased to see you reciprocate the desire upon 
our part to renew our corresponding relations, (as additional evidence of which 
we have appointed messengers to your next sessions.) by meeting these, your 
4ppointed messengers. 

In conclasion we extend a cordial invitation to our brethren and friends 
enerally, to meet with us at that time. ‘
